Baby Clinic 
Result Told 


Total Of 593 Examinations 
Made In County During Past 
2 Years By State Doctor 


Four hundred eighteen El Dorado 
county children were examined for 
the first time at well baby or child 
health conferences conducted by tne 
State Department of Public Heaith, 
Bureau of Child Hygiene, during the 
past two years. One hundred seventy- 
five re-examinations were given coun- 
ty children, also, according to a re- 
cent report submitted to Dr. Walter M. 
Dickie, director of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 

Of the 593 examinations, 330 showed 

‘medical or hygiene defects. 
In the state during this past two 
53,367 examinations of 
children were made by physicians 01 
the bureau statf. This total includes 
32,033 children examined for the first 
time, and 21, 334 re-examinations. 

Sixty-one thousand four hundred 
seventy four defects were found in ail 
the children examined. Of this number. 
38,162 were medical and 23,312 were hy- 
giene defects. More than 68 per cent of 
the children examined for the first 
time showed defects according to find- 
ings. 

In El] Dorado County 636 were found 
to have medical and-or hygiene de- 
tects. The medical defects included bad 
tonsils and adenoids, anemia, ear, eye. 
genital defects, tuberculosis and others 
of similar kind. Hygiene defects in- 
cluded those which might have been 
corrected or prevented by mothers had 
they been adequately informed and were 
nutritional and dietary defects, consti-
